ALL KIHDS OP OBOPS TO BE QEOWN 


WHaon of Department of 


Atrrtenltare Propone* to Make the 
Farm a Mecca For Farmer* the 
World Over—Valuable. Arboretum 
One of the Practical Features. 
The department of agriculture Is to 


have a model farm situated just across 
the Potomac river, says the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Evening Pest. It will embrace that 
part of the Arlington estate not used 
for the National cemetery, amounting 
to about 400 acres to the south of the 
carriage road that leads to the Sheri- 
dan entrance and bordering the river. 
It is to be known as the Arlington 
Farms, and it is the purpose of' Sec- 
retary Wilson to make it a Mecca for 
farmers not only in the United States, 
but from all over, the world. 


In May, 1901, the first more was 


made toward reclaiming this part of 
the Arlington estate. The property up 
to that time had been in charge of the 
•war department, but it was not used 
and had received practically no care. 
At the suggestion of Secretary Wilson 
it was turned over to the department 


" " of agriculture ' for experimental pur- 


poses. L. C. Corbett, the horticultur- 


- 
ist of the plant breeding division, was 


. chosen to work out the plans, and un.- 
. der tfee direction of the secretary and 
of Professor B. T.'Galloway he be- 
gan. 
The land had been used only 


for a mule preserve. So for two years 
the best thing Mr. Corbett could do 
was to restore the soil. He bad it 


" -''plowed ap and sown to cowpeas, soy 
-' beans and coarse fodder, which, when 
/ matured, were promptly plowed un- 
' der again. This year he put in a crop 
/ of rye as an experiment and found 


f 
that it yielded twenty-five bushels to 


""the acre, whicli is much better than 


the average. 


Mr. Corbett has had the land care- 


fully surveyed and has drawn plans 
Just as an architect would for a house. 
There will be a model farmhouse, a 
model orchard, with the finest Ameri- 
can fruit that can be grown, and all 
sorts of crops, standard and new. 
There -will be also a large collection of 
shade trees brought together for com- 


- 
pcrison and all marked plainly with 
both their popular and their scientific 
names, so that a farmer visiting the 
place and seeing a tree or a shrub 
which he would like in his own home 
will be able to make a memorandum 
and order from it intelligently. There 
.will be foliage plants and shrubs also 
arranged in the most artistic and use- 
ful way, furnishing' object" "lessons in 


- their use and adaptability. Already

I think it prob- 
able that the birds know the loss of 
their feathers readers them to a cer- 
tain extent helpless and more exposed 
to the attacks of their natural enemies, 
and they therefore leave the more open 
swarnps and hide in the densest and 
most tangled thickets. 
It is certain 


that they scatter, for at this season 
single birds are found in the most un- 
usual and unexpected places. 


Years ago when shooting in Dutch- 


ess county, N. Y., L knew one or two 
swamps, which we called molting 
swamps, where in August we were 
sure to find a limited number of birds. 
These swuinps were 'overgrown with 
rank marsh grass and were full of 
patches of wild rose and sweetbrier. 
If we killed the birds which we found 
there, we, were sure in a week or ten 
days to find their places filled by about 
the same number.— Outing.

In making this collec- 
tion ive shall grow each tree ourselves, 
grafting the stock on a young tree of 
known character and health. The cut- 
ting will be taken from a tree which is 
In fruit and which we know to be true 
to its name. This will insure accuracy 
of nomenclature. The trees will be very 
valuable for propagation purposes, and 
in the work of breeding and cross 
breeding'they vrill be convenient to the 
experimenters of tha department 


"The arboretum will be a very prac- 


tical thing. There are a great many 


;"• native trees in Washington now, but 
' they are not assembled as they will be 


here for purposes of comparison. Ev- 
~cry native tree which thrives in this 
climate will, be grown on the four 
acres which have been set apart for 
this purpose. The shrubs and peren» 
nial grasses •will be grown in such 
places, screening buildings and beauti- 
fying the landscape, as to make them 
object lessons in what may easily be 
done on any farm. We shall not go in 
for the fancy or foreign things except 
as they ere brought for experimenta- 
tion. The main object will be to show 
•what can be done by any enterprising 
farmer w}th the material at hand-"

•v The Wnx Insect. 


Trees afford the birthplace and cra- 


dle of the war insect, scientifically 
called Cossus pela. In the early spring 
the bark of the boughs and twigs be- 
comes covered with brown pea shaped 
scales, which can be easily detached- 
and which, when opened, reveal the 
flowery looking mass of minute ani- 
mals, .whose movements can just be 
detected by the naked eye. In May. 
and June, however, the scales are 
found to contain a swarm of brown 
creatures with six legs and two an- 
tennae each. Some of the scales also 
contain the white bag or cocoon of a 
small black beetle, which, if left undis- 
turbed, burrows into and consumes 
the scales. The Chinese say that this 
beetle eats the little wax insects, and it 
appears certainly the case that where 
the parasite is most abundant the 
scales fetcli a lower price in the mar- 
ket—Chambers' JournaL 


(Some liefer to Sine, Sonic to Sliepe 


and Other* to Color—Few Tobacco 
C*erw Know Them AyatX, and They 
Arc Much Mluu»e<l. 


Whenever the average untutored to- 


bacco lover wishes to indicate to his 
envious friends that he is in possession 
of a cigar of the first quality, he usual- 
fy says that he has a perl'ecto. By 
perfecto he means the best cigar ob- 
tainable, and as a rule he applies the 
name to all products of the Havana 
factories. 
But in truth, declares an 


intelligent writer in the Kansas City 
Journal, a good many cigars that 
never saw Havana are genuine per- 
fectos, and a good many made in tlie 
most famous factories of the Cuban 
capital are not. The word, as a mat- 
ter of fact, does not refer to the quality 
of a cigar at all. It Is simply a term 
used to describe the shape. A perfecto 
may,cost $1, and it may cost 2l/> cents. 


There are half a dozen cigar terms 


thus misused by the average smpker, 
and th«re are several times as many 
words of the same sort whose mean- 
ing he is utterly unable to fathom. 
What native, corn fed smoker, for in- 
stance, knows the difference between 
a panetela and a Reina Victoria? And 
how many know whether there is a 
real difference between- a maduro and 
an oscuro? Yet all.-of these terms are 
the common property of cigar makers 
all over the world. Like many cigar 
brand names, they are of Spanish ori- 
gin, 
but the .wanderings of Havana 


tobacco and Cuban cigars have taken 
them into all countries and all lan- 
guages. 


The great majority of cigars are put 


up fifty in a box, with thirteen on the 
top row, twelve on the row next to the 
top, thirteen on the next and twelve 
on the bottom row. 
When a londres 


cigar is packed 100 in a box in two 
bundles tied with a' ribbon, it becomes 
a Reina Victoria, which is Spanish for 
Queen Victoria. 
Early in the late 


queen's reign a Cuban manufacturer 
invented this method of packing and 
called the resultant bundle after Great 
Britain's sovereign. The name has re- 
mained ever since. 


The word perfeeto is a term indicat- 


ing a certain shape in cigars. A per- 
fecto is a smoke having what is gen- 
erally called the "cigar shape"—that 
is to say,, it is swelled near the end 
which is lighted and tapers gradually 
down to the point or head. The end 
of a cigar which a smoker puts in his 
mouth is known among cigar makers 
as the head. 
The other end, that 


which is lighted, is called the tuck. 
When, as often happens in a perfecto, 
the tuck is very small, it, is called a 
needle tuck or feather tuck." All others 
follow these lines more or less closely. 


A thin, straight cigar, with little 


more thickness in the middle than at 
the tuck, is called a panetela. 
The 


average panetela is slightly longer 
than a perfecto, though the matter of 
size has nothing to do with the shape. 
Panetelas are esteemed because they 
burn more regularly and are usually 
better because more easily made. The 
virtue of'the perfecto is that its small- 
er tuck lights more readily, and its 
more artistic curves give it greater 
beauty.

Market For American Potato***. 
The IIPW market for potatoes that Is 


rapidly increasing in the tropics is not 
yet half appreciated by potato «row- 
era and dealers. 
Here Is Governor 


Hunt reporting that during the past 
twelve months 1'orto Rico Jilouc- im- 
ported $500,000 worth of potatoes from 
Spa iii. It is true that under the treaty 
of 1'arls Spain has entry into the mar- 
kets of 1'orto Itico, Cuba and thy I'hil- 
ippines under the same conditions us 
the United States until 190S. 
There- 


fore Spanish produce and 
manufac- 


tures arc entitled to free admission 
into Porto Uico and into the Philip- 
pines at a reduction of 25 per cent from 
the rates of duty prevailing in the 
United States. 
But it goes without 


saying that America can produce po- 
tatoes more cheaply than Spain or any 
other country, and every bushel of po- 
tatoes consumed in the tropics should 
come from this country. 
A word to

Fresh Milk For Batter. 


Samuel Haugdahl, the prize winning 


butter maker, claims no man can make 
as good butter when milk is delivered 
ouly once in two days as when it is 
brought in daily. To give further em- 
phasis to the argument he says the 
best butter he ever made—the two Par- 
is packages, for instance—were pro- 
duced from milk which he got hold of 
shortly after coining from the cow and 
which was churned the same day. The 
infrequent milk deliverer has been en- 
couraged too much. To remedy the 
evil he proposes that tbex-patrou who 
sends his milk to the creamery every 
day be paid a cent more per. pound of 
butter fat than the ruling price, he who 
delivers it every other day the ruling 
price, and he who sends less frequently 
a cent below the ruling price. There is 
good reason in these suggestions, and 
the adoption of them would influence 
beneficially the quality of butter.— 
Creamery Journal.

A Bed of Parsley. 


A little bed of parsley is not as com- 


mon as it should be in country gar- 
dens. If it is lacking this year, there 
is all the more reason to plan a sow- 
ing for next season. It must be remem- 
bered, lest discouragement result, that 
parsley requires plenty of time to ger- 
minate, four weeks being an ordinary 
period before the little seedlings show, 
and it may even be six weeks before 
the leisurely parsley makes up its 
mind to appear above ground. A strip 
of carpet laid over the place where the 
seed is sown until it begins to sprout 
conserves moisture and encourages 
germination. 
Soak the seed a few 


hours before sowing. In the fall lift 
a clump of parsley with a spade, so as 
not to break the earth around the 
roots, and place it in a box, which 
should stand in any reasonably light 
place where it will not freeze bard 
and thus supply a winter garnish and 
flavoring.

then* in grass, for which purpose Ber- 
muda, !n the southwest, is unsurpass- 
ed. To plant hillsides with cultivated 
crops, no matter how judiciously the 
rows are laid out or how correctly the 
hillside ditches may be run, the soil 
will be badly washed, if not cut "with 
gullies. Kept in grass, which may be 
mowed or pastured, it is possible to 
improve such lands. To convert hill- 
sides into forests is too slow a process, 
and if set with orchard trees the ground 
must be sodded, depriving the trees of 
cultivation. Meadows and pastures are 
the preventives and the remedy after 
the damage has begun.—Farm aud 
Ranch.
